Let bim understand 
that if he has a disagreement with any 
man, that we have courts that will 
give him his rightsand that he must 
rather suffer an imposition than take 
the law into his own hands. We 
hope to see the people of this county 
take a firm and unyielding stand 
against such proceedings as those of 
last Tuesday. Let them proceed 
without hurry but without delay. 
Let them lay aside personal prejudice 
and guard against passion. Let their 
officers understand the great respon- 
sibility of their positions, and let 
them feel the pressure of public de- 
mand for justige to the guilty parties 
in this mournful tragedy. Let them 
train their minds ia the judicial qual- 
ity so that they can discriminate 
calmly detween right and wrong, and 
let the lightning strike without mercy 
or remorse.

The Cowardly Assassin. 
New Yor, October 3. 
The World's Washington cor- 
respondent says: I saw Warden Crock- 
er at the jail yesterday. He said: 1 
do not think that there will be avy ef- 
fort made to lynch Guitteau, but we 


tect him. I have no doubt—indeed 1 
have every reason to believe -that 
there are many persons who would 
kill Guittean if they could get at bir. 
I have ascertained that certain appli- 
eations for admission to the jail, and 
to have men placed upon our staff of 
guards were made by men seeking an 
opportunity to kill Guitteau. Other 
circumstances that have come to light 
show that there are a great many peo- 
ple anxious to take the responsibility 
of Guitteau’s punishment. When the 
funeral ceremonies were being con- 
ducted on Friday, Guitteau, bearing 
minute guns, knew that the funeral 
would take place here. but did not 
know the day. He heard the guns, de- 
fined their meaning, and became agi- 
tated. He asked constantly if we 
would guard him from attack and has 
been very miserable since. He has 
been in the habit of bathing in the 
bath rooms, which is across the rotun- 
da from his cell, and has always 
seemed to enjoy going to them. On 
Saturday he asked to have some buck- 
ets of water sent to his room. His 
request was refused, and the prisover 
was escorted to the bath room. He 
passed through the soldiers and guard 
with an intense expression of fear on 
his face, and when be approached close 
to the bath room he hastened im and 
closed the door quickly. He is afraid 
of every sound. He was so much 
frightened that since that time his re- 
quest to have his bath in his cell bas 
been granted. 


President Arthur's Movements. 


New York, Oct. 8. 

President Arthur drove for an hour 
yesterday in Central Park. It is the 
first time he has left his house on Lex- 
ington Aventie since his arrival from 
Washington. He looked very much 
in need of fresh air. As he came 
down the steps he was recognized by 
some persons returning from after- 
noon service, and in a moment a 
crowd collected and gazed with curi- 
ous eyes until his carriage turned the 
corner.

The Irish Agitation. 
Lonpon, Oct. 2. 

The meeting of Arch Bishops and 
Bishops at Maynooth and their exhor- 
tation to priests to guard their flocks 
against all secret agencies of violence 
and intimidation which can only come 
from enemies of the people, have had 
considerable effect. Their declara- 
tion that the land act is a great bene- 
fit to the tenant classes, and ehtitles 
Gladstone to gratitude, is one of the 
heaviest blows directed against Par- 
nell's policy.

The Sad Veath of one of the Victims 
of Last Tuesday's Work. 


this morning of a wound received on 
Tuesday last at the meeting of the Ne- 
vada and Oregon railroad stockhold- 
ers. Last night the District Attorney 
called and he made his dying state- 
ment, but it is impossible to learn 
what it contained. The manner of his 
burt will doubtless be settled in the 
courts. 

The bedside of the dying man was 
attended ly his aged father and 
mother, who have lived together over 
fifty years, and by his young wife and 
his doctor. Consciousness never for- 
sook him until his life was entirely 
extinct. He recognized friends up to 
the last moment, and as the poor wife 
laid her head upon the pillow touching 
his it was a picture of pathetic sorrow.
